WITH FASCISTS OUTSIDE MAL- 
AGA, Feb. 7.—(AP)—Chaos reign- 
ed in Malaga tonight when Fascist 
Insurgents swept to the gates of the 
city and paused for the signal to 
“clean up” the seaport. 

Resistance of the Socialist defend- 
ers crumbled under a spectacular 
advance of General Francisco Fran- 
co’s war machine with its co-ordi- 
nated drives by columns from the 
north and east of the city down into 
the suburbs. 

Fascists declared there was a 
reign of terror in the seaport where 
400,000 persons were penned in 
with all exits blocked. 

They said Socialists within feared 
the Fascist guns, while others fear- 
ed death at the hands of roving 
bands of anarchists before the Fas- 


cists could occupy the town. 
Complete Chaos. 

“There is no longer any front be- 
tween the armiéd,” @he of General 
Franco's officers said. “It is now the 
duty of the Nationalist (Fascist) 
army to act as a police force and re- 
store order in complete chaos.”

AMERICUS, Ga., Feb. 7.—(7)— 
Charles R. Crisp, former United States 
representative and Democratic mem- 
ber of the Tariff Commission, died at 
his home here today. He was 66 
years old. 

Funeral services will be conducted 
at the First Methodist church here 
tomorrow at 3:30 p. m. 

Crisp, son of the late Speaker 
Charles F. Crisp, of the national house 
of representatives, served 20 years in 
congress. He completed the unex- 
pired term of his father in 1896 and 
subsequently was elected to represent 
the third Georgia district 10 consecu- 
tive terms, from 1913 to 1933. 

Twice Parliamentarian. 

He was twice parliamentarian of 
the house. Following his defeat by 
Richard B. Russell Jr. for the Unit- 
ed States senate in 1932, President 
Hoover named Crisp to the Tariff 
Commission. 

He practiced law In Washington 
upon leaving the commission and came 
to his Georgia home a year ago after 
suffering a stroke. He had shown 
marked improvement, however, and 
only yesterday enjoyed a hunting trip. 
He was stricken with a heart attack 
at 10:80 a. m. and died within a few 
minutes. 

In 1932 he gained a national repu- 
tation when acting as chairman of the 
house ways and means committee, he 
prepared a bill which balanced the 
federal budget at a critical financial

Hired To Slay Man and 
Woman at Montgomery. 


(P)—Sheriff Haygood Paterson said 
tonight that Charlie Dixon, 24-year- 
old negro, confessed to the brutal slay- 
ing of Dora Bullard, 22, and Leon K. 
Nichols, 37, textile workers, at a se- 
cluded meeting place behind Oakwood 
cemetery January 17. 

The confession followed a “tip” to 
officers that the negro, under arrest 
since January 26 on a_ burglary 
charge, was the man who slashed the 
throats of the pretty girl and her 
companion in a briar patch thicket 
behind the cemetery Sunday afternoon, 
January 17, 

The sheriff said that James Parker, 
close friend of the girl who was ar- 
resfed in Chester, S. C., more than 
a week ago, was still being held in 
Montgomery county jail. 

Claims He Was Hired. 

The negro, Sheriff Paterson said, 
declared that a “white man” hired him 
to kill the couple, but that he “gave 
only a vague description of the man.” 

“It didn't appear to be Parker he 
was referring to,” the sheriff. said, 
“but we are still holding Parker for 
further investigation.” 


Dr. Corwin, who will open the 10th 
annual Institute of Citizenship, spon- 
sored by Emory University, at 10 
o'clock this morning in Glenn Me- 
morial auditorium, in 
last night, said: 

“It is absurd that the processes of 
government should be held up to the 
extent they have been by the federal 
}eourts. The President's proposal would 
put a decided restriction on injunc- 
tion, for frequently injunctions issued 
against enforcement of laws are not 
defensible, either in law or theory. 

“These restrictions have been a kind 
of bad habit that has developed, large- 
ly within the past 35 to 40 years. 

“The President's proposal makes a 
good argument for solving the prob- 
lem of superannuation on the bench. 
The proposal is defensible from that 
point of view, even though other mo- 
tives might have governed it. 

“One argument that the President 
could have used, but did not, is that 
a larger membership on the tribunal 
would make replacements more even 
and regular.” 

Seoffs at Dictatorship. 

As for criticism in gome quarters 
that the proposal is “dictatorship,” 
Dr. Corwin said: 

“How would it create a dictator- 
ship? That would imply that the 
whole system is faulty, which I do 
not believe it is.

Levee Intact Against 
Dangerous Wave Wash. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Feb. 7.—(?)}— 
A strong south wind whipped Missis- 
sippi river flood waters today and 
army engineers fought to keep the 
levee line intact against dangerous 
wave wash. 

The wind reached a maximum re- 
locity of 25 miles an hour this after- 
noon, causing a rise of approximately 
a tenth of a foot on the river’s gauge 
here after an apparent crest was 
reached,

seepage and sand boils on all fronts,

Marsh added, hwwever, that other 
vessels in the yards which had un- 
dergone repairs while the strike was 
in progress might cause trouble later. 
Efforts were started to avoid an im- 
passe. 

Shipowners and union representa- 
tives called a meeting for tomorrow 
to clear up a complicated issue which 
arose yesterday in Portland involving 
longshoremen, sailors and coastwise 
ship operators.

want it, they can rely on the legisla- 
tive branch as well as the judiciary 
to check it.” 

Dr. Corwin pointed out further that 
the trend in government is toward 
centralization, and toward executive 
leadership. ts 

“This trend has been apparent for 
years, at least since the time of Teddy 
Roosevelt. That trend exists in all 
democracies. Executive leadership is 
the indispensable means of making 
constitutional government work.” 

Referring to the. dictatorships in 
Europe, Dr. Corwin said “they came 
about largely through the failure of 
leadership in the government.” 

“These dictatorships did not come 
about through the rise of too great 
power within the government, but 
through the rise of uncontrollable 
power outside the government. 


Caused By Weak Rule. 

“They were the results not of strong 
government, but of weak government. 

“People who talk about dictatorship 
here, with President Roosevelt as the 
target, are barking up the wrong tree. 
If a dictatorship comes to the coun- 
try, it will not be due to the presi- 
dency, but to the breakdown of the 
presidency.” 

At that point, the interviewer 
asked, “You mean a condition such 
as existed in the latter stage of the 
Hoover administration?” and Dr. 
Corwin smiled and nodded affirma- 
tively. ; 

Resuming, Dr. Corwin said: 

“There is a law of conservation 
which works in society. By that I 
mean that, roughly speaking, there is 
a certain amount of control in society 
to which the great mass of the people 
are subject. In our own society, it 
is either political or economic. 

“The people in this country who 
are talking about dictatorship are per- 
fectly willing to put up with economie 
dictatorship.” 

Speaks This Morning. 

Dr. Corwin will speak this morn- 
ing on present-day problems of. the 
supreme court at the institute, which 
is under the direction of Dr. Cullen 
B. Gosnell, professor of political aci- 
ence at Emory University. 

President Harvey W. Cox, of Em- 
ory, will formally open the institute, 
followed by a short history of the 10- 
year program by Dean Goodrich C, 
White. 

At the 8 o’clock meeting tonight, 
Dr. Thomas H. Reed, consultant of 
the National Municipal League. will] 
speak on “The Improvement of Coun- 
ty Government.” He will be intro:

Roosevelt’s Plan To Revamp Court 
Is Praised by Senator Hugo Black 


By SEN. HUGO L. BLACK. 

(Written for the United Press.) 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.— The 
President’s message recommending Ju- 
diciary reform emphasizes the neces- 
sity of congressional action to pro- 
tect the rights of the people by re- 
moving the chaos and confusion too 
frequently caused by delay in obtain- 
ing final supreme court decisions on 
validity of acts of congress. 

For many years I have believed 
that we needed more federal judges 
and a more orderly and expeditious 
procedure in order to prevent long pe- 
riods of delay that delight those who 
can thus obtain suspension of the 
operation of statutory laws affecting 
the rights of the people. 

It is well known that delays in 
criminal procedure have given rise to 
the saying that “time is the greatest 
criminal lawyer.” 

Our constitution guarantees speedy 
trials and this should apply both to 
civil and criminal cases. This objec- 
tive is not possible if there are not 
enough judges and it is false economy 
for our judicial system to be limited 
to an inadequate number of judges. 

The chaos and confusion resulting 
from the tedious delays of court tests 
of the constitutionality of acts of con- 
gress cannot be defended. Our _ peo- 
ple are entitled to know what the 
law is. Twenty-five injunctions may 
be issued in the lower courts against 
the operation of a law. Twenty-five 
other judges may sustain the same 


Ww. 
With this confusion and chaos in 
existence the hapless citizen may be 
compelled to wait one, two, three or 
more years before the supreme court 
finally decides the case. The result 
is that, until the supreme court acts,

a precedent to establish that there was 
no error in the record. This is no 
criticism of the court but of the sys- 
tem that fails to provide an adequate 
number of judges to give the attention 
needed to every case. 

Instances can be given where re- 
views have been denied and where the 
questions raised were later determin- 
ed in such a way as to show that 
there was a vital error in the pre 
vious record, 

Last year members of the supreme 
court opposed my bill to require that 
the court accept appeal within 10 days 
on all injunctions suspending acts of 
congress. The impression was that 
this would increase immensely the bur- 
den of the court. There should, of 
course, be a sufficient number of 
judges to enable them to act speedily 
on cases affecting the lives and lib 
erty of people. 

As for the charges that the Presi- 
dent’s proposal is an indirect method 
of trying to “pack” the supreme court. 
these charges have always been made 
when the size of the court was in- 
creased, Perhaps such charges will be 
made by the group that fought against 
utilities legislation, labor legislation, 
etc., in congress and the courts. 

Many will always seek delay in the 
courts and they are delighted if they 
can obtain it even if they get their 
wish because of insufficient judges. 
Unfortunately, it may be true that 
many are more interested in the eco- 


nomic views of the court than they’ 


are as to whether it is what they 
call “packed.” 

Certainly the people of America do 
not favor clogged and crowded dock- 
ets that deprive the citizens of their 
rights to a fair study of the record 
of cases. Justice that is unnecessar- 
ily delayed is not justice and the 
President’s plan if carried out will be 
of untold benefit to the people of 
America.
